It is acknowledged, that the first entrance 
of a man or woman into active life, to mingle in its bu- 
sy and ensnaring scenes, is always more or less, a time 
of trial. But does it, therefore’ follow that there can 
be no preparation made for this trial? As all acknow- 
ledge, that a course of instruction in youth, is indispen- 
sable, to qualify a man for the duties of active life, so is 
it equally true, being confirmed by analogy and expe- 
rience, as well as by reason and scripture, that a course 
of moral training in youth, is indispensable, to prepare 
a man to meet the temptations of active life. And as 
the former instruction is important, because it relates 
to the interests of the body and of time, so the latter is 
infinitely iznportant, because it relates to the interests 
of the soul and of eternity. Let the young adventurer, 
then, into tis world of sin, be first guarded, by every 
needful preparation. Let him, ata distance from temp- 
tation, look through the windews of history, upon the 
busy scenes of men. Here he can learn much of the 
world, without being exposed to its contagion. Let him 
study his own heart, and this will teach him a double 
lesson, showing him, at one view, his own frailty, and 
the corruption tiat isin the world through lust--Let 
him, by a course of discipline, learn to govern himself 
—Let him attain to that age and maturity of intellect, 
which will give consistency and firmness to his mind 
—Let him, above all, learn to depend upon Him, and 
implore His aid, who alone can keep him in the 
hour of temptation.

AN INSTANCE OF INGENIOUS DEPRAVITY. 
The age in which we live, though distinguished for 
many other striking peculiarities, is rendered remark- | 
able for active benevolence, for a dfusion of light, an | 
increase of pauperism, and for melarcl:olv instances of | 
moral depravity. To prevent, in some degree, the vi- 
ces from becoming contagious, many salutary regula- 
tions have been proposed, respectinr the distribution of 
criminals in our common gaols; and not a few have 
been introduced, through which the juvenile offender 
is prevented from growing hardened in his iniquities, 
by associating with such veterans in guilt as nothing 
can reclaim. The necessity of these measures may be 
gathered from the following anecdate, which to many 
of our readers may appear perfectly new. 

A man, who had committed a robbery, attended with 
some peculiar circumstances of agg-avation, was taken 
into custody, and consigned to the common gaol, to 
take his trial at the ensuing assizes. As this was his 
first offence, he felt all the degradation and horror of 
his situation, which an awakened conscicnce could im- 
part. Giviag way toscrious reflections, and antici- 
pating his approaching destiny, he became so much de- 
jected, that his conduct excited the attention of his fel- 
low prisoners; Who, beteg greater proficients in vice 
than himself, amused themselves with his weakness; 
and, regardless of their own condition, sported with his 
approaching fate. 

One among them, however, in whom art, impudence, 
and criminality, had combined, took an occasion more | 
gravely to reprimand his melancholy companion, on 

account of liis dejection; assuring him, that unless he | 
turned his attention to the means of eluding justice, | 
the consequences would be serious. He was informed 

in reply by the young offender, that he had no hope of 

escaping, the evidence being strong and pointed a- 

gainst him; and that his own conscience directed him 

to plead guilty. _“* There is no case so hopeless,” it 

was intimated, “ from which a man, with a little mon- 

ey and good management, may not be extricated. If you 

have any money, and will follow my directions, I will 

engage, for a given sum, to bring you off with hon- 

or. 

Revived a little at the prospect of a release, though 

only promised by a fellow prisoner, the young criminal 

listened with much attention; and to ingiure, 

on what foundation he could rest his hopes?“ This is 

a point,” replied his instructer, ‘* which I will not re- 

veal. Your business is to secure the certain payment 

of the money on your acquittal; to plead not guilty at 

the bar; and, when discharged, to provide for your 

own safety; the rest of the business you are to leave | 
with me.” Shocked at the idea of pleading not guilty, 

in a case which he knew to be so clear, the young man 

hesitated to follow the advice given; since -his only 

hopes of a mitigation of punishment arose from a con- 

sciousness of his penitence, and the compassion of his 

prosecutors. ‘‘ Unless you will consent boldly to plead 

not guilty,” replied the veteran, “I will have nothing 

to do with yeu; and you willinevitably be hanged.” — 

The hope of life being too strong for the voice of con- 

science, the young man consented to plead not guil- 

ty; and their affairs were soon arranged. 

“ You have now,” said his instructer, “ nothing more 

to do, than to make me acquainted with every minute 

circumstance connected with the robbery. Give me, 
the time, the place, the light, the company, the dress, 
the conversation, with all the minute particulars of 
which you have any recollection.” The young man 
again hesitated, being unwilling to put his life into the 
hands of a villain, who had refused to confide in him 
even the secret of his own escape. This hesitation, 
however, was soon overcome, when he was informed, 
that, “ without it he must die on the gallows; and that, 
even if this effort to save hin proved ineffectual, he 
could but be hanged at last.” 

Their affairs having reached this crisis, they retired 
to some corner, where the young man coinmunicated 
every circumstance of the robbery which he recollect- 
ed. This, by repetition, was soon impressed upon the 
mind of his companion; who, by questions and obser- 
vations, continued to increase his stock of information, 
until the day of trial arrived, which was to bring his 
ingenuity to the test. 

‘The young man was first arraigned ; and, contrary 
to the expectation of his prosecutor, and of most pres- 
ent, who had been informed of his penitence, pleaded 
not guilty. The evidences were then examined, and 
the facts were substatiated in the most unequivocal 
manner. The prisoner had no defence to make, and 
the only thing which was now wanting to ratify his 
doom, was the awful sentence of the judge, which he 
every moment expected to hear pronounced. 

At this eventful crisis, an unusual stir was heard a- 
mong the prisoners whe bad not yet been brought to 
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der, one of them desired that the Court might be in- 
formed, that he had something of importance to com- 
municate on the occasion ; and desired that he 
might be brought to the bar before sentence was pro- 
nounced on the prisoner then on his trial. The intelli- 
gence being communicated, he was ordered to appear, 
and tu state what he knew relative to the affair then 

consideration. This was just what he wanted; 
and, having obtained liberty, le addressed the Court

was much confused; the witnesses looked upon each 
other with astonishment; the prosecutor was visibly 
agitated; and even the Judge was confounded: Re- 
covering, however, from their surprise, the Judge, af- 
ter some observations, ordered the prisoner to be ac- 
quitted, and set at liberty. In the meanwhile, the 
self-convicted felon was remanded, while his indict- 
ment was preparing, with orders to appear and take 
his trial on the ensuing day, for the offence which he 
had thus voluntarily acknowledged. 

On being brought to the bar, when the usual ques- 
tion of guilty or not guilty, was put, to the utter a- 
mazement of all present, he pleaded not gnilty. The 
astonishment which this excited, was scarcely less than 
that which his previons confession had produced. He 
was then reminded of the transactions of yesterday, 
and admonished not to indulge fallacious hopes of es- 
caping justice through the mere indulgence of plead- 
ing, which the lenity of the laws allowed to persons 
who were accused of offences. 

Nothing, however, could intimidate him, or induce 
him to alter his resolution. He still persisted that he 
was not guilty; adding, when addressing himself to 
the Judge, “If you please, my lord, your own gaoler 
shall prove my innocence.” On being asked to ex- 
plain himself, he replied, ** If you order the gaol-keeper 
to look over his books, he will fird that I was in gaol 
when this robbery was committed.”? On searching the 
books, it was accordingly discovered that he had ac- 
tually been lodged in gaol on the day preceding that of 
the robbery, and his acquittal was the inevitable con- 
sequence.—Of the issue of his trial for his own offence, 
no account has been preserved.

PROTECTION OF RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 
The following correspondence and the remarks up- 

on it are from Mr. Wilkes’ speech before the London 
Society for the Protection of Religious Liberty. 


The Rev. Dean Wood, of the diocese of Nerwich; 
refused to bury a chiid, because it had been baptised 
by a Wesleyan Methodist. A copy of the judgment 
of Sir John Nicoll was sent to the Dean, but he still 
refused; an application was then made by Mr. Rowe, 
to the Right and truly Rev. Diocesan; without delay, 
ithe Bishop of Norwich addressed Mr. Rowe a reply, 
which does credit to the truly catholic and evangelic 
spirit of a venerable msn, whose sentiments are wor- 
thy of the apostolic age and the first and holy Bishop 
of the Christian church. The following is the corres- 
pondence : 

Mr. Thomas Rowe, Methodist Preacher, to the Right 
Rev. the Lord Bishop of Norwich. 
Lynn, November, 1825. 

My Lord—I trust your Lordship will pardon the 
application of a stranger, on the subject of a powerful 
interest concerned; aod as the case has oceurred 
within the diocese of Norwich, I hope this application 
will not be considered intrusive or irfegular. An in- 
fant child, in the parish of Middleton, near Lyna, who 
was baptised by the Rev. Mr. Rowland, a Wesleyan 
minister, died on Tuesday, the 8th of thismonth. The 
minister of the parish, the very Rey. Dean Wood. has 
refused burial, on the ground of the infant being un- 
baptised. A copy of the register of the child’s bap- 
tism, and also of Sir John Nicoll’s judgment on a sim- 
itarcase have been delivered into the hands of the . 
minister, and yet the very Rev. Dean persists in refas- 
ing burial to the child. If it were a doubtfal case, er 
if there were any convenient ground in which the re- 
mans of the unoffendiug infant could be deposited, the 
parents would not trouble your Lordship on the occa- 
sion; but as the body is turning to a mass of putrefac-

rights. The Georgia Courier highly applauds this 
law of Louisiana, and urges the Legislature of Geor- 
gia to follow this example. He commends the law of 
the United States by which the foreign Slave Trade is 
declared to be piracy, and then asks ‘whether the 
traffic in slaves, now subsisting between the Middle 
and Southern States, is more consistent with humanity, 
than that which our laws have proclaimed piracy, with 
utanimous approbation ?” ; 

iV. “ An expedition of 119 men, women, and chil- 
dren, liberated by the Society of Friends in North 
Carolina, sailed from Beaufort for Hayti, on the 11th 
of June.” 

On secing this account in the newspapers, we were 
at a loss to account for the facts implied, having sup- 
posed that the Society of Friends had, a number 0 
years ago, throughout the country, freed themselves 
from the reproach of slave-holding. _ But another ac- 
count states, that, ‘at the Yearly Meeting of the So- 
ciety of Friends for New England, at Newport, R. I. 
one thonsand dollars were raised by subscription to aid 
in colonizing the slaves who have fallen, by inheritance, 
into the hands of members of the Society in North Car- 
olina, where the wnanumission of slaves is prohibitey, 
unless they are sent out of the State.” Here we have 
an exainple worthy to be imitated by alt denominations 
of Christians. The Friends at the south were disposed 
to free their slaves, and their brethred at the north 
were disposed to aid them in the bencvoleat works, by 
bearing a share of the burden. —Ch. Mirror.

GENESEE CONFERENCE. 


The last session of this conference was held in Pal- 
myra, New York State, June 7, 1826. A Camp- 
meeting was held at the.same time, in a most beauti- 
ful and picturesque grove, near the village, which was 
numerously attended. On the Sabbath it was suppos- 
ed that there were not less than ten thousand people 
on the ground, most of whom were attentive and sel- 
emn, and much good was apparently done. 

At ten o’clock on Sabbath morning a sermon was 
delivered by the venerable Bishop M’Kendree, on the 
words formerly addressed by St. Paul to ‘Fimothy,— 
** Study to show thyself approved unto God, a work- 


man that needeth not to be ashamed, rightl dividjng 4 


the word of truth;” but which were now addressed by 
the Bishop, with patriarchal dignity and tenderness; to 
the young men who were about to be consecrated te 
the sacred office of deacons and elders in the church of 
God. After the sermon, seven were ordained te the 


office of deacons by Bishop M’Kéndree, and then six-! 


teen to the office of elders by Bishop Hedding, assisted 
by several elders who were present. These exercises 
were solemn and impressive, and seemed highly grati- 
fying to the numerous audience who were assembled 


in this beautiful grove, to many of whom this rite was | 


doubtless a novel sight. 

On Monday morning, the anniversary of the Gene- 
see Conference Missionary Society was held in the 
same place. This was a highly interesting season ;— 
and the people evinced their gratification by contribut- 
ing liberally to the funds of the institution, one person 
iving a sitver watch.

Its cost is estimated at not 
less than half a million ofdollars. “The silver and 
gold are the Lord’s”.--may this house be blessed with 
his abiding presence, and. be ever crowded with ac- 
ceptable worshippers. 


Besides these, there is a large and handsome house, 
be'onging to the established church; two churches of 
the kirk of Scotland; one for the Wesleyan Metho-

A- 
theism and Libertinism, cannot fail to be viewed with 
mingled horror and pity, by a people ‘who claim, and 
we trust will long merit, the titles of ‘ moral and reli- 
gious.’

It may, for a 
time, attract dupes, visionaries, and adventurers; but 
they cannot long cohere; and its principles, so mis- 
termed, will, of themselves, surely work general dis- 
cord and ruin, leaving its transitory and turbulent ex- 
istence an instructive memorial of anomalous presump- 
tion and folly.
